2contetnpt of publick Rights and Boundaries. When they dote fo 
mach upon vanities in worſhip as to inflave their Conſciences, 
ad to deſpiſe their Chriſtian liberty,” it is no wander if they (ell 
any rate their own and others civil Rights and Priyiledges. I 
tad: rather forget rchanrake into the foul work ſuch men have 
wade in Juries, EleRions, os &c, ſince the nos 
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of the Oxford Parhament. Add hereunto the late violences up- 
on mens. Bodies and Eſtates by unreaſonable Proſecutions ; Fin- 
ing, Excommunicating, Impriſoning peaceable, diligent Chriſti- 
ans, who deſired to liveaccording to Gods Word, and did no- 
thing to the diſturbance ofthe Government. Yet many are (6 
far þewitched into a fondnels for theſe remainders of our former 
ſlavery, that they had rather ſacrifice all to Popery and Arbitrary 
Power, than quit a few trifles. which for 130 years have been 
matters of contention and vexation in the Church, and do at this 
day ſhake the foundations of the Proteſtant Intereſt. * It cannot

* us,if any tho unreaſonable Propoſals between us and the Papiſts,

In the late times, when our Parliaments ſtruggled with Arbi- 
trary Power for the preſervation of our Religion and Laws, tho! 
the noble Peers never ſo good reaſon in matters 'of the 
greateſt importance, yet two or three Biſhops always vored a- 
ainſt them. They were then called the dead weight. If ic be 
aid, that they were over-awed by Soveraign Command; it is 
not ſo now. Thehinderers of our happineſs (our preſent flick- 
lers for Ceremonies ) have all the encouragement in the World 
from the King, Lords and Commons. The eyes of the people 
are upon us expocting that we ſhould act like good Paſtors, heal- 
og the breaches and labouring in our ſtations to ſecure the pub- 
lick Peace.If we now diſappoint the juſt exptctations of wiſe and 
g00d men of. all ranks, we may neceffitate the Government to 
take- other- meaſures for the: preſervation of the Peace, and the 
iatisfaction ofan awakened ago 3 | 
The good temper, wiſdom, diligence, faithfulneſs and courage 
of Gods Servants have been uſeful to mankind. But a carnal 
Faction ofChriſtians being hurried by a mad zeal for little things, 
have opprefled theſe benefactors, ſtained the glory of the 
tion, beaten down the rents of lands, diſcouraged diligence, de-.

Human Inſtitutions are but like clouts with which Chips are dreſt 
up into Babies for Children toplay with. With theſe inventions 
Heathens and Atheiſts are habited like Chriſtians for the ſervice 
of the Devil, to corrupt and deſtroy true Chriſtianity. The 
World hath a long time groaned under them, it is high time for 
people-to be Wife. Mankind hath for many Ages been poſleſ 
and rormented with a. ftirious Spirit, the Devil of Impoſicion, it 
will never be well till this Spirit is caſt out, Piety may now. as 
well live and flouriſh without our ceremonies, as it did mount 
without them above Idolatry, and conquered the World. Ir 
maybe raiſed unto a new life from its decay, cauſed by a long 
and heavy oppreſſion under a load of humane Inventions. True 
Piety hath been hid in Corners; remove ſlumbling-blocks, and 
it will come forth and appear in pablick with all its beauty and 
glory.* Allowing a liberty for matters of Indifferency,and bearing
